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Plan Sending Teachers 
to Normal School 


CITY TO FOOT THR ‘BILL. 


Action Unanimous, Although 
, Miss Haley Is Present and 
Makes a Speech in 
Opposition. 


The school management committee of the 
board of education last night silenced thecry 
for a promotional system for teachers based 
solely on length of service by adopting a 


resolution compelling every teacher in the 


public school system to keep step with the 
times by taking periodic courses of study at 
the Chicago normal school or in the exten- 
sion department of that institution. 

The action of the committee was in accord 
with the idea of Superintendent of Schools 
Edwin G. Cooley taat a teacher must con- 
tinue the pursuit of study after she has been 
admitted to the schools or else grow rusty 
in the service. 

The resolution adopted by the committee 
eliminated from the Post report that section 
which has been regarded as its most danger- 
ous and objectionable feature—the provision 
which put the work of promoting teachers in 
the hands of a board of three supervisors. 
The new plan makes salary increase auto- 
matic, but requires study. 


Jane Addams Springs Surprise. 


The resolution was sprung upon the com- 
mittee as a surprise. It was written by Jane 
Addams, chairman of the committee, and 
Miss Addams, single handed and in the face 
of the opposition of Margaret Haley, busi- 
ness agent of the teachers’ union, expressed 
from the floor of the committee room, ob- 
tained ite passage by a unanimous vote. 
Supt. Cooley indorséd the plan and so did 
Mrs. Hila Flagg Young, principal of the 
normal school. 

Miss Addams plan, as adopted, provides 
that every teacher in the public schools shall 
be required to devote one afternoon weekly 
for ten weeks in alternate school years to 
study at the Chicago Normal school or in 
the normal extension department. Each 
teacher is to be allowed this time for study 
with full pay, and a substitute is to be em- 
ployed at every. school to carry on the work 
of the teachers during their absence. 

This provision will mean the expenditure 
of $87,500 a year for the salaries of the sub- 
stitutes. Under the plan one-half of the en- 
tire teaching force wil) tale the courses each 
year. The resolution also provides that the 
teachers. may take all the additional work

Extra Teacher to Be Assigned. 

“Resolved, that an extra teacher be as- 
signed to the respective schools to perform 
the schoolroom work of teachers deputed 
as hereinabove provided for and consequent- 
ly absent, the services of such extra teacher 
when not employed in the schoolrooms to 
be utilized to relieve the principal of clerical 
work and in such other manner as may be 
specified by the superintendent of the board; 
and 

„Provided, that teachers who have been 
in the service more than seven years and 
are reported ‘efficient’ by their respective 
principals in January, 1907, shall be regarded 
as having deen favorably reported for the 
salary promotion; and provided, that the first 
report of all teachers who have been in the 
service seven years and no longer shall be 
made on or before March $1, 1907, and that 
the subsequent reports shall be made and 
completed annually thereafter as to all 
teachers then receiving the seventh year 
salary.“ 

Study to Be Encouraged. 

In presenting her resolution Miss Achams 
declared that teachers ought to be encouraged 
to study, and that they ought to be given an 
opportunity to study during school hours, and 
not when they are fagged out after a days 
work. ' 

“This can be done,“ she continued, by 
giving the teacher time for study at the ex- 
pense of the board. We simply say that 
study is so valuable in maintaining the ef- 
ficiency of our teachers that we are ready 
to pay for it. This resolution provides that 
half of the teachers attend courses at Normal 
school each year, it being compulsory that 
they devote ten half day periods to study 
there. They will be obliged to attend these 
courses just as they are obliged to attend 
their schools daily. For substitutes for all 
the schools it will cost a year $37,500, but the 
nfoney will be well invested.” 

Prof. James T. Tufts heartily indorsed the 
plan, but said he wished the board could af- 
ford to give the teachers more time for study 
than the ten half days. Supt. Cooley said 
he approved the general idea. 

Miss Haley in Opposition. 

Miss Haley stepped forward and asked to 
be heard. She declared that when a teacher 
returnéd from that half day of study it would 
take her two days to catch up with her work. 
Mrs. Young declared there would be no work 
to catch up with, as the substitute teacher 
would have done all the k in the teacher's 
absence. Miss Haley still objected, but in 
spite of her objections the committee adopted 
the plan.

Permit Seekers’ Troubles Unending. 

As on every day, a long line of applicants 
for building permits was lined up at the 
various windows in the commissioner's office, 
from the fourth floor to the firet floor, back 
to the fourth floor, thence to the third, from 
the north end of the city hall to the south end, 
from top to bottom they raced, exasperated to 
the degree of threatening violence to the 
elevator men, swearing at the. clerks, and 
wilting their collars. One man who was 
vainly endeavoring to get the permission to 
build a little five room cottage on the west 
side, declared he already had spent most of 
three days following directions.“

Lone Bandit Presents Written Demand 
on Cashier of Kansas Institution 
Locks Officers in Vault, Grabs Money. 


Newton, Kas., Nov. 18.—[Special.]—A lone 
bandit held up the Midland National bank 
this afternoon with a written demand for 
money as his only Visible weapon. He forced 
the vice president, the teller, and two cus- 
tomers, a man and a woman, to march into 
the vault, which he locked.

Dead May Number Seventy. 


Reports that more than fifty persons—the 
number given out by the railroad officials as 
the dead—had been killed received some con- 
firmation when it was learned that some of 
the babies and smallest children on the train 
were not named in tke records kept by the 
officials: All children under 6 years traveled 
without transportation. Some of these were 
named in the lists sent out from Baltimore 
and printed yesterday in Tue TRmUN . Yet 
it is now stated that twenty children were on 
the train and not listed. Granting this, the

Gathering Families Together. 


Another pathetic feature of the wreck be- 
gan yesterday—the search for missing mem- 
bers of scattered families. Bit by bit the 
stories of ruined hopes, divided families, and 
pain and suffering from every quarter were 
told by the fifty-eeven patients at Mercy hos- 

ital. 

* of the saddest of the tragedies caused 
by the wreck was that which ended the elope- 
ment of Irma Gradevitch, daughter of a 
wealthy land owner in Russian Polend, and 
Viadislav Sarinskl, said to be a member of a 
noble family of Polamd. The girl was 22 years 
old and the boy but 16. The gir! is missing— 
probably among the dead—the boy is lying in 
a delirious condition in the hospital. 

Two weeks ago a cablegram was received 
by Dr. K. A. Zuraweki, 100 State. street, in 
which he was asked by the father of the 
young bride to watch for the arrival of the 
fleeing couple in Chicago. They had planned, 
it was understood, to take up Mfe among 
friends here, far from the wrath of their 
parents. Dr. Zurawski searched for the man 
and woman, but failed to find them until, as 
he was searching the list of names of injured 
at the hospital yesterday, he saw the name of 
Sarinski. 

The physician hurried to the bedside of 
the boy, who was then in a semiconscious 
condition. Allkefforts to secure information 
regarding the fate of his young bride brought 
forth the same reply, Sue is gone She is 
gone 

J have been unable to fird any trace of 
the girl,” said Dr, Zurawski. I fear she 
is dead and it now is my duty to send the 
sad news to hér-parents.”’ 


Worried Over the Burial. 


Among the suffering Lithuanians who 
tossed upon the cots in the basement of the 
hospital the cause of, complaint was not the 
physical pain but the knowledge that their 
relatives. had been buried, some in a Prot- 
estant cemetery at Chesterton and some in 
boxes along the roadside. Josef J. Hert- 
manowicz of the Polish alliance talked to the 
injured at the hospital and the one complaint 
was of the burial without religious rites. 

Supt. Batchelder said some of the bodies 
had been buried in the immediate vicinity 
of the wreck and others taken to a cemetery 
at Chesterton. 

This was done on the suggestion of Coro- 
ner Carson, he said. It is only temporary, 
at any rate, and the ground in which the bod- 
les are buried may be consecrated or they 
may be removed.” 

Coroner Carson’s deputies dug twelve more 
bodies out of the wreck during the cay, and 
they were buried with the others at Chester- 


ton.

FOR NORTHWESTERN GIRLS. 


Dean Holgate of University at Evans- 
ton, Fearing Flirting Before and 
After Meals, Takes Preventive Steps

STOPPED BY COURT WRIT. 


President Winkler of Musicians’ Union 
Seeks to} Call Out Leader of the Co- 
lumbus Theater Orchestra. 


President Joseph F. Winkler of the musi- 
cians’ union wants to call the first one 
man strike ever known in Chicago, but in 
doing so he will run a risk of being arrested 
and thrown in jail. The problem has been put 
up to the union and Winkler is awaiting a de- 
cision on the point. | 

The prospective striker is leader of the 
orchestra at the Columbus theater. He isa 
unlon man, but the other members ot the 
orchestra are nonunion. That is why Presi- 
dent Winkler desires to call the leader out on 
strike. 

Winkler went to the playhouse last night in- 
tending to order the one man strike, pro- 
vided he got a good opportunity. About the 
middle of the performance the president of 
the union caught the union orchestra leader's 
eye and was on the point of giving the strike 
signal when Manager Max Weber of the 
theater suddenly appeared, like the villain In 
the play, and foiled Winkler's object. 

“I have an injunction which prohibits you 
from calling a strike in this place, triumph- 
antly declared Weber, who waved the pa- 
pers in the face of the union official. 

Winkler was fined $50 three weeks ago for 
violating the injunction, so he withdrew.

The conditions of mud, overcrowding, and |

Needham of the West Madison street 
barns admitted that he won't say that 
soap is always used or that all the cars are 
cleaned every night.“ He did not satisfac- 
torily answer why. 

Traction Expert Sees No Change. 

“T haven't been able to see any improve- 
ment in the condition of the cars,“ said Dr. 
M. F. Doty, the city’s tractionexpert. “ They 
are just as dirty as ever. When the trac- 
tion companies clean their cars it will be 
when they can haul a few more of them off 
the street and save the wages of motormen 
and conductors. Then they will explain the 
shortage of cars by saying that they are 
being cleaned. I expect a report om cold 
care from inspectors tomorrow.’ 

E. D. Frazer, 184 La Salle street, reported 
that several windowe are broken in cars run- 
ning on Morse avenue and Clark street and 
that the temperature in some of them was 
less than 40 degrees. James P. Soper made 
a similar complaint about the cars on Ash- 
land avenue and Paulina street. 

An observer for THs Trisuns found dry 
dirt under the car seats, accumulated dirt 
on ventilators; and dusty sills as evidence 
that the condition of the cars yesterday was 
not due entirely to mud brought in from the 
streets since morning. The only noticeable 
attempt to clean up was seen on the north 
side, where many of the car windows were 
streaked as the result of a hasty attempt at 
washing.

Among specific observations made yester- 
day were the following: 

Wells and Lincoln car 4675—Dirty sills, dirt 
under séats, transfers on floor, and ventilators 
thick with dirt. 

Clybourn avenue car 40386—Paper in interstices 
of muddy floor.

Division street car 4200—Dirty floor, paper in 
electrical radiator, which apparently didn’t ra- 
diate, and muddy platforms. Conductor said a 
man had been appointed to keep car platforms 
clean, but if he did any work it didn’t show. 

Division street car 3826—New car with streaky 
windows: motorman stood on a newspaper to 
keep out of the mud; two glasses in ventilators 
cracked and temperature 42 degrees. | 

Milwaukee avenue car 4610—Filthy floor and alr 
foul. 

Milwaukee avenue~war 4819—One e gone, 
windows splashed with mud. 

Armitage avenue car 4067—Ventilator gone, 
floor filthy, and plece of old rope being kicked 
about on floor. 

Milwaukee avenue car 40 Floor Bait with 
accumulated filth; trailer 921 only really clean 
car seen on line. 

Elston avenue car 201—Dirty floor and hole in 
transom over front door. 

Halsted, Rodt street, and Milwaukee avenue 
car 4194—Air foul, ventilator broken, and floor 
dirty. 

The Division street barnes at Western ave- 
nue and the barns at Fortieth avenue and 
Madison street were inspected, but nobody 
was seen cleaning cars.

One of these 
surely will be the question of the handling 
of United States deposits in national banks. 
That subject was first brought up definitely 
in congress by Senator Aldrich of Rhode 
Iskand, who introduced a bill in the closing 
month of the Fifty-seventh congress. 


Aldrich Frames Law for Deposits. 


“The Aldrich measure provided that the sec- 
retary of the treasury might make such de- 

ts, accepting as security bonds or other 
nterest bearing obligations of states, coun- 
ties, and cities, first mortgage bonds of rail- 


roads, and similar high grade securities. The 


bill further provided that there should be 
paid into the treasury a tax, in the way of in- 
terest on the securities, on these deposits of 
not less than 14% per cent, the exact amount 
to be determined by the secretary of the 


treasury. 


The present law forbids the deposit in banks 
of receipts from customs. The Aldrich bill 
proposed to permit the deposit of all govern- 
ment funds without restriction as to their 
origin, practically putting the government 
im the same position as any other depositor. 

This Aldrich bill was favorably considered 
in congress and seemed to be extremely popu- 


‘lar throughout the country, because the peo- 


ple have never been able to understand why 
the government should not receive 1 cent of 
interest on more than $150,000,000 of money 
now deposited in national banks, though it 
pays 21 = cent per annum on the same bonds 
which the banks put up as security for those 
deposits. 

There is every likelihood that congress will 
take up the Aldrich bill or something similar 
when the currency question is up for consid- 
eration. 

In this connection some St. Louis bankers 
and others have made good and far reaching 
suggestions. They believe that the govern- 
ment can readily secure from 1½ to 2 per 
cent on its deposits provided it does not insist 
on government bonds as security, but ac- 
cepts the usual savings bank Ust as current 
in New York and Massachusetts. 


Want Nothing but Gold. 


These bankers propose.that this 2 per cent

Mr. Birrell said the education bill as re- 
constructed in the house of lords wasa sheer 
impossibility.

The Tribune declares the education bill is 
the last effort that will be made to reconcile 
popular control with religious education, and 
avers that if the present bill is destroyed it 
‘will be to substitute not a denominational but 
a secular system of religious education.

BRYAN ISSUE: MARSH QUITS. 


Iowa Democrat Withdraws from Race 
to Succeed Walsh on tie Na- 
tional Committee. 


Des Moines, Ia., Nov. 13.—[{Special.]—The 
bitternese of the contest between the Bryan 
and anti-Bryan factions of Iowa democrats, 
which it is believed contributed largely to the 
defeat of Porter for governor at the recent 
election, culminated today in the withdrawal 
of Wilbur W. Marsh of Waterloo from the 
contest to succeed Charles A. Walsh as the 
lowa member of the national committee, 

When announcement was made of Mr. 
Walsh's resignation, the state committee in- 
dorged Mr. Marsh as his successor. The com- 
mittee is controlled by the conservatives, to 
which faction Mr. Marsh belongs. It was ex- 
pected the vacancy would be filled at once, 
but friends of Cato Sells, who represented the 
radical, or Bryan faction, brought him out ae 
a candidate. 

Mr. Marsh being in harmony with the state 
committee, took an active part in the work of 
the campaign, and among the results of his 
labors was a change in Blackhawk county, 
his home, from 8,200 plurality for Roosevelt 
to about 400 for Porter. Friends of Mr. Marsh 
thought this result put him well ahead in the 
race. Today, however. he wrote Chairman 
Miller of the state committee declaring he 
would not be a candidate. The letter gave no 
reason for the action, but it ts given out at 
headquarters that he ‘withdrew in the inter- 
est of harmony. An effort may be made by 
friends of Cato Sells to induce him also to 
withdraw in order that a new man may be se- 
lected who will be able to unite the warring 
factions of the party. 


ENGINEER NAMED FOR MAYOR. 


Railroad Man Democrats’ Choice to Suc- 
coed W. W. Rose of Kansas City, 
Kas.—Is Latter’s Friend. 


Kansas City, Kas., Nov. 13.—M. J. Phelan, 
an engineer on the Missouri Pacific railroad, 
was nominated for mayor to succeed W. W. 
Rose, resigned, at a democratic primary 
election today. A special election will be 
held on Dec. 11 to elect a mayor. Phélan be- 
longs to the Rose faction of the democratic 
party. If elected he will not be a candidate 
next spring for reélection, when it is ex- 
pected Rose will be a candidate.

Attorney General Stead Renders Opin-

Springfield, II., Nov. 18.—[Special.]—Act- 
ing on an opinion from the office of the at- 
torney general, the state board of equaliza- 
tion this year will make assesaments against 
the capital stock of mercantile corporations. 

Attorney General Stead today rendered an 
opinion to Auditor McCullough, holding the 
amendatory act of 1905, which attempted to 
exempt from taxation the capital stock of 
‘manufacturing, mercantile, mining, printing, 
publishing, and stock breeding companies 
is unconstitutional and void, and that the 
capital stock of said companies should be 
assessed for taxation under the revenue laws 
as they stood prior to the attempted amend- 
ment of 1905. 

The opinion holds it is the duty of local as- 
sessors to assess the capital stock of manu- 
facturing, mining, printing, publishing, and 
stock breeding companies, and that it is the 
Auty of the state board of equalization to 
assess the capital stock of mercantile com- 
panies. 

The at general says that in a former 
opinion rendered last June, the writer of 
the opinion included mercantile companies 
with companies required to be assessed by 
local assessors, but this was an error; that 
under the law as it stood prior to the amen- 
datory act of 1905 mercantile companies were 
assessed by the state board of equal tion 
and still must be assessed by that body.

Known as “the Scholarly Minister“ Be- 
cause of Faultless Language He 
Always Used.

President CHarles E. Dark of the American 
convention of life insurance companies has 
got himself into trouble with the state in- 
surance commissioners now.in session at the- 
Palmer house by an interview given to an 
evening paper yesterday in which he hinted 
that the commissioners were under the in- 
fluence of the Standard Oil trust.” 


In most states this is a pretty serious | 


charge to make, and so as the commissioners 
feel that their reform task is at best a thank- 
less one they were angry last night when 
they read the interview and observed Mr. 
Dark's process of reasoning. Here it is: — 
There is a tremendous influence at work, 


Mr. Dark is quoted assaying. Many of the 


features proposed for the new law will work 
a great hardsaip on the smaller companies. 
Some of them, like the modification of the 
‘preliminary term plan, will prevent the 
formation of any new companies. To that 
extent they are directly in line with the de- 
sires of the big companies. 

„% Where does Standard Oil come in? Why, 
the big companies are practically the big 
three —the Mutual, Equitable, and New 
York Life. Who owns the Equitable but the 
Standard On crowd? And this same group is 
reaching out for control of the utual and 
the New York Life.“ 


Calis It an Insult. 

“Such an interview as that is an insult 
to this body,” declared State Insurance Com- 
missioner Rittenhouse of Colorado. “I shall 
ask tomorrow that official attention be given 
to it. We have given everybody, including 
Mr. Dark, a fair hearing. He complains 
about the small companies, but he ignores the 
fact that the big companies profess a despair 
that is, probably, as genuine as his own, over 
our prospective rulings in favor of a standard 
policy. We can’t please everybody, Weare 
looking out for the policy holders and any 
set of special interests that raises the cry 
of Standard Oil has launched a boomerang 
and would better look cout.“ 

. Other commissioners were equally annoyed 

over the construction placed upon their at- 
tempt to follow the Armstrong committee 
in its recommendations. 

“As a matter of fact, we have been more 
liberal with the. small companies than has 
New Tork,“ said a southern commissioner. 
“Tf the truth were known, some of the small 
companies are more extravagant, in propor- 


‘tion to their means, than the old line com- 


panies. That is why they holler so when 
we try to put a Umitation on the amount of 
the policy holder’s money which they may 
spend in getting business.“ 

“Standard Forms“ Considered. 

The session yesterday was given up to a 
consideration. of the adoption of “ standard 
forms of policies. The commissioners don’t 
know whether to adopt them or to adda 
number of provisions which the companies 
must put in their policies if they are unwilling 
to adopt the standard forms. 

The proposed adoption of standard 
forms would strip policies of their frills ”’ 
and reduce them to the following groups: 

Ordinary or limited payment life, 

Ordinary endowment policy. 

Ordinary or limited payment life with survivor- 
ship annuity. 

Endowment policy with survivorship annuity. 

Preliminary term policy. 

Preliminary term policy with right to renew or 
change. 

Today’s session will cover the merits and 
demerits of such a process as well as the 
consideration of some ten or twelve other 
„ model policies. 
The session will probably last until the end 
of the week.

In fact, it is 
not yet by any means certain that a divorce 
is contemplated, and, for the present at any 
rate, the duke and duchess seem to be con-

About fourteen years ago, it may be remem- 
bered that King Charles of Roumania sud- 
denly arrived at Venice, where his wife was 
staying, and immediately proceeded to sum- 
marily dismiss her private secretary, an 
Aleatian member of the Paris press named 
Robert Schaefer, and also the queen's maid 
ef honor, Mile Helene Vacarescu. He also 
caused the queen to be placed under re- 
straint by physicians, and to be conveyed 
to one of the chateaux of her brother, Prince 
Wied, in Germany, where she was isolated 
and detained for nearly two years, until she 
had recovered from her mental affliction. 
King Charles, at the same time when he dis- 
missed the household of his consort, banished 
Schaefer and Mile. Vacarescu from his 
dominions, and removed the lady’s father 
from the Roumanian diplomatic service. 

Schaefer revenged himself on the king 
after his return to Paris by publishing a 
scurrilous novel, entitled Royal Misery,“ in 
which, under the most transparent pseu- 
donyms, the queen of Roumania is portrayed 
as a martyr; ber mother, thesaintly dowager 
princess of Wied, as an old woman of most 
appalling immoralities; the queen’s maid of 
honor and her private secretary as her 
most loyal and only true adherents; and that 
pattern of rulers, King Charlies of Roumania, 
as a cruel tyrant towards his wife and as 
mean, contemptible, and vile in every phase 
of his Uke. 

Mile. V escu is now apparently about 
to contribute her little quota to the 
** chronique scandaleuse of the Roumanian 
court, inaugurated by her former fellow 
member of the royal household, Robert 
Schaefer. For it is announced that she is on 
the point of publishing a book entitled “A 
King’s Wife.” The king’s wife” of her 
book is, I need hardly say, Queen Elisabeth 
of Roumania, better known by her pen name 
of Carmen Sylva,“ but I fear that she will 
aot be invested in its pages with the halo 
of saintly.martyrdom with which her brows 
were en vironed in that other novel, Royal 
Misery.“ For since the queen has recovered 
her normal reason, and since her return to 
Roumania, after two years t under 
medical restraint in Germany, She has re- 
trained from holding any communication 
with her former maid of honor, who sonearly 
cost her her crown and her husband.
